The fuzzy figure in the greatly enlarged photo bore a striking re- 
semblance to Oswald. The facial features, the hairline, and the 
H^pi^x clothes were very much like Oswald's. The question was 
whether to use this picture, which appeared to prove that Oswald 
was not the assassin, and thereby to create a sensation. We decided 
against using the picture immediately. Instead we informed the FBI 
about it. The FBI checked out the photo and determined conclusively 
that the man in the picture was not Oswald, but another employee of 
the school book depsoitory building. We never did use the picture.
